FIRST AID LESSONS TAUGHT 
BY THE WAR. 


ULL in his book, “Surgery in 
War,” gives conclusions based 
on experiences with the badly in- 
fected wounds encountered in 
this war. The methods of treat- 

ing wounds are applicable in those fac- 
tories and tarms where wounds are com- 
monly badly infected as shown by the 
way they turn out. 

The first aid package should be ap- 
plied at once either by the wounded man 
or by a comrade. The first ald package 
consists of a cyanide gauze ped fixed 
to a bandage. The object of this dress- 
ing is to prevent the wound from be- 
coming further infected by the clothing 
and by dirt from the surroundings. Hull 
says the aphorism, The patient’s life 
ig in the hands of the man who ap- 
plies the first field dressing.“ is no long- 
er true. The reason is that ne wound 
is already infected when the dressing 
is applied. 


~~ 

At first the soldiers were provided 
with ampoules of 2 per cent iodine to 
sterilize the wounds, but it was found 
that this was impossible in the field. A 
better application was found to be hy- 
pochlorous acid powder dusted in the 
wound, However, in badly infected 
wounds it is t to apply the first aid 
dressing without using the antiseptic. 
In the earlier stages of the war harm 
was done by leaving the first aid pack- 
age on too long, the theory being that 
the wound was aseptic. 

As soon as the patient can be gotten 
into an ambulance or hospital the first 
aid dressing is removed, the wound 
cleaned, and a new dressing applied. 
If the wound is small and fairly clean, 


are removed and the wound and the 
surrounding skin aire painted with 2 per 
cent iodine. The skin around is greased 
with sterile grease. A dressing of cyan- 
ide gauze is applied. 


2 
For deeper wounds iodine is not sat- 
isfactory. To disinfect fhese the Eng- 
lish are using compounds which they 
call eupad and ensol. To make eupad 
mix equal quantities finely ground 
bleaching powder and powdered boric 
acid. The bleaching powder must be 
taken from stock kept in closed con- 
tainers. Eupad must be kept tightly 
sealed. When this powder is dusted in a 
wound it yields chlorine, which sterilizes 
the wounded surfaces. 
Bnsol—25 grams (380 grains) of eupad 
are shaken up with one liter (ome quart) 
of water, allowed to stand for a few 
hours, then filtered through cloth or 
filter paper. The would can be washed

The Guicciolis are one of the oldest 
houses of the patriciate of Ravenna;

quis date back only 150 years. Their 
name is fasniliar to al the admirers of 
the poet Byron through his infatuation 
for the wife of Co Ruggiero Guicci- 
oli, who in her youth enjoyed world- 
wide renown for her beauty. She was 
a matron of but 17 when the romantic 
attachment between Byron and herself 
commenced, and, according to Sir Wal- 
ter Scott, who met her somewhere 
about 1919 in Italy. the beauty (namely, 
Countess Guiccioli) of Byron is one

Marquis de Boissy and took up her 
residence with him in Paris, where the 
couple dispensed much kindly and lib- 
eral hospitality, their salons being a 
rendezvous for foreign visitors of note. 
The Marquise de Boissy, in her ma- 
ture years, became very stout and re- 
tained but few traces of her once fa- 


mous loveliness. 


She never made any secret of her 
cult for Byron, and in her principal 
salon a portrait of the poet occupied 
the place of honor. She used to gaze 
at it in rapture, exclaiming, “ Qu’il 
etait beau! Mon Dieu! Qu’il etait 
beau!

parts of the Adamson bill were stricken 
out and the public righte were secured. 
Thereupon Wilson reversed his pre- 
vious stand and indorsed the amended 
bill. 
This good bill then went to the sen- 
te, where it was shelved, and the in- 
defensible Shields bill was reported in 
its place. The Shields bill gives away 
the public water powers forever and 
tor nothing. Both Roosevelt, and Taft 
vetoed bills drawn on the same prin- 
ciple. Let. by another reversal, the 
Wilson administration got behind it, 
and when a widely circulated public 
appeal was made to the president oe 
his help to defeat it, he refused. 


On the Public Lands. 

As to water power on the public 
lands, there is but one reversal instead 
of two.

It was replaced in the senate by the 
Myers bill, which is thoroughly bad. 
Among other things this bill actually 
throws in the Grand Cafion, the great- 
est natural wonder of America, wide 
open to individual appropriation.
